he joined '.ho American Youth for Mo.iioorncy on tho campus 
and shortly thereafter became a member of the Executive 
Board of this group.

He continued that JIMMY WEINSTEIN had am apartment 
on Central Park West, New York, New York, on about the 
eighth floor of the building, during the time he attended 
Cornell University. Mr. MOORE remembered that there was a 
private elevator whi-ch ran from the ground floor directly 
to this apartment. 

On or about September 15, 1947, MOORE attended 
an Executive Committee meeting of the American Youth for 
Democracy at this address. MOORE recalled that approximately 
six persons attended this meeting, including himself, and 
was able to specifically recall the presence of JAMES 
WEINSTEIN.

because they do not approve of his activities; that WEINSTEIN 
always seems to bavo a lot of money; and that he is at present 
employed at the David Pogan Company, 13th Street and 9t.h Avenue, 
Now York City, a sound equipment manufacturing concern* whore 
ho is a shop steward for the union.

The Jefferson School of Social Science has been 
designated by the Attorney General. of the United States

1953 that JAMES WEINSTEIN was a leader of the Young Progressives 
of America from mid 1951 to February, 1953* 

On December 23, 1953 T-18 was reinterviewed concerning 
the subject and identified a photograph of him as the individual 
he referred to on October 8, 1953* He also identified a photo 
of MAX FINESTOKE as a former roommate of WEINSTEIN'S. He stated 
that the subject was an organizer in the Labor Youth League and 
Young Progressives of America in 3950 and 1951* He stated WEINSTEIN 
attended Labor Youth League and Young Progressives of America 
social events and dances and has ns recently as December 13, 1953 
attended a Labor Youth League dance at Yugoslav Hall, New York 
City. 
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Interviews of Individuals Reflecting 
Subject 1 s -Communist Party Sympathies 


Or Participation in Front Groups 


(a.) JOSEPH HAMMELBURGSR 

On October 27, 1951 Mr, JOSEPH HAMMELBURGER , River- 
side Garage, 654 West 158th Street, New York City, advised 
that he had done the servicing of JAMES WEINSTEIN’S 1949 
Buick. He stated that during the latter part of 1949 JAMES 
WEINSTEIN had brought his car into the garage for repairs. 

He stated that the car was in a partly wrecked condition in 
that it had a window completely broken, the canvas top cut 
and torn, and the body of the car dented and scratched. He 
stated that WEINSTEIN told him that he had Just returned 
from Peekskill, New York where he had gone to attend a 
concert featuring PAUL ROBESON, and that he had been in the 
middle of the riot which took place when the American Legion 
members of the vicinity led a protest against the concert. 
This protest developed into a rock throwing melee in which 
a number of persons were injured. WEINSTEIN told him his 
car had been stoned and clubbed during the riot which 
accounted for the wrecked condition. 


(b.) 0, JOHN ROGGE 

On October l8, 1951 Mr. 0. JOHN ROGGE, 401 Broadway, 
New York City, advised that he had formerly enjoyed friendly 
relations with the WEINSTEIN family, but that within the last 
' ’two years he has not seen the WEINSTEINS as frequently as 
V: he used to. He stated that he had lunch with JOSEPH WEINSTEIN, 
subject's father, several months previous, and had called to 
his attention the fact that their respective families were 
not visiting each other as frequently as formerly, and that 
JOSEPH WEINSTEIN had said that it was pure neglect and that 
nothing had arisen between them to tend to cool the WEINSTEIN'S 
regard for the ROGGE family. 


ROGGE stated that a possible reason for the 
lengthening time between visits may be traceable to JAMES 
WEINSTETirand Dr. ‘EDWARD^BARSKY of the Joint Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee, who he believes have been telling 
subject's mother, Mrs. JOSEPH (BOBBIE ^KAUFMAN BiWEINSTEIN , 
that ROGGE is a Fascist. " \

With regard to the apartment at Morton Street, 
he stated that FINESTONE on one occasion explained to him 
that it belonged. to friends of FINESTONE named SARANT, who 
were then living in New Jersey but had formerly lived in 
the apartment and were retaining it since they might return 
to New York. Later, at the time FINESTONE gave up the 
apartment, he explained to LYLE that the SARANTS decided 
to release the apartment. LYLE stated that FINESTONE was 
practically without funds on most occasions, however, 
WEINSTEIN appeared to have sufficient funds as his family 
was wealthy. LYLE stated that he believes WEINSTEIN left 
Cornell in June, 19i+9 # and thereafter attended Columbia 
Law School. He stated he understood WEINSTEIN also worked 
for the Progressive Party in New York during his residence 
with FINESTONE. 

During his association with FINESTONE and 
WEINSTEIN, LYLE stated that neither mentioned or indicated 
membership In the Communist Party, although from FINESTONE* s 
conversation, LYLE regarded him as "definitely very left- - 
wing." When asked to explain this description, LYLE stated 
he recalled that on several occasions during the time 
legislation was pending to outlaw the Communist Party, that 
FINESTONE was bitterly opposed' to this and so expressed him- 
self. 


LYLE was re -interviewed on September 15, 1951,

As was previously reported, Mrs. ANNA SEGAL, 
subject's landlady^ has stated that the SARYT CHE VS were 
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particularly friendly with other tenants of hers in a ground 
floor apartment at l4l West 90th Street, and that this family 
which included two daughters aged about ten and eight respec- 
tively were believed to have departed from the United States 
aboard the fj/s "Batory" on the same trip as that made by 
GERHARDT EISLER when he fled the United States. 


Confidential Informant T-l, another Government 
agency containing personnel and security type information, 
made available the passenger list of the lyS "Batory” for the 
voyage departing from New York City on May 6, 1949, the trip 
on which LIl-LER departed as a stowaway. A careful review of 
the forty-two pages of this passenger list fails to identify 
any Russian family which seems to answer the description given 
by Mrs. • SEGAL. 


Similar checks were made with equally negative 
results for the passenger lists of the SS "Gripsholm" for

As will be noted hereafter, Mrs. CELa-STiNO ROLftj.~U.ui, 
in speaking of the same family, indicate a her belief that the 
family departed at the same time as a number of Soviet school 
children being repatriated, at which time also Madam XASENKINA 

was supposed to depart prior to her defection.

Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
made available the passenger list of the SS "Pobeda" which 
departed from New York City on July 31, 194^ and is undoubtedly 
the ship referred to by Mrs. RODRIGUEZ. Madam KASiJNKINA 
was listed as a passenger aboard this ship but was described 
as having'missed the boat. Numerous Soviet school children 
and their families were returned to Europe aboard this ship. 

Passenger lists of this ship rellect the names of 
several families which possibly coula satisfy the descriptions

Mrs. SPELLMAN advised that the only photograph 
which seems familiar to her is that of DMITRIEV* She 
stated that he seemed to be the same man who originally 
occupied the apartment presently occupied by POPOV on the 
third floor and who preceded Colonel STUDENOV in the same 
apartment.

The FBI Laboratory has advised from a review of /Copies of the original money 
order applications for the above, that WILLIAf^/pERL prepared all applications 
for money orders remitted by him. . No identification has been made as to the 
handwriting-pf VIVIAN GLASSHAN and HENR IETIAS^A VIDGE . . . 

It will be noted that an examination of the 65 Horton Street apartment in New 
fork City has reflected that there were ten small holes bored through the door 
leading into the bedroom, and that the current tenant in this apartment has ad- 
vised that upon moving into this apartment on February 1, 1950 he -filled these 
holes with some type of a wood filler, and has subsequently painted the* door* 
Photographs of this door were made available by the New York office. 

L0UIS5/SARANT, the subject's wife, was questioned further concerning the possi- 
ble uSe of the Horton Street apartment by the subject* She again denied that 
she ever knew of this apartment being used for espionage work or for any docu- 
ment photography. Photographs of the bedroom door were displayed to Mrs. 
SARANT. She stated that she had no idea what could have caused these holes, 
and that to the best of her knowledge no such holes were in this door during 
her residence in the apartment*

SARANT advised that the "H" stood for one HOWARD GRUBER, a student at Cornell 
•■University. This post card was forwarded to" the FBI Laboratory for handwriting 
examination, since its message was cryptic in nature. By report dated August 
8, 1950 the Laboratory advised that the handwriting appearing on this card was 
not written by JULIUS ROSENBERG. The New York office obtained specimens of 
GRUBER *S handwriting , and furnished such specimens to the FBI Laboratory. By 
letter dated September 5, 1950 the Laboratory advised that no conclusion could 
be reached as to whether the writing appearing on instant post card had been 
written by GRUBER, but that a number of common characteristics between the hand- 
writing appearing on the card and GRUBER* S known handwriting were noted. . 


On August 15/ 1950 HOWARD ERNES ^NpRUBER, Room Ul6, Morrill Hall, Cornell Univer- 
sity, was interviewed ty Special \Agent JOHN D, MAHONEY and the writer, at which 
time he readily admitted writing the above mentioned post card* A copy of this 
card was displayed to him and he gave the following explanation for the message 
contained therein t He stated that he was an amateur Puppeteer and had played 
with puppets for a long time. He could not recall what meeting he was referring 
to on this post card, but stated that he gave shows for the American Labor 
Party and at Wallace-for-President Committee meetings, and probably that the 
meeting referred to was one of these such meetings. In connection with the 
nane>BDUDINS, he stated that LOUISE SARANT had a friend by this name and that 
she wanted him to meet them, &lt''thai"he , had not been able to. GRUBER was shown 
the photographs of individuals Implicated or possibly implicated in the JULIUS 
.^ROSENBERG espionage network, and he denied knowing any of these persons.* GRUBER 
also stated that he is not and has never been a Consnunist, and added that he 
does not know Mr. and Mrs. SARANT as Communist Party members. 

HOWARD GRUBER stated that he was well acquainted with Mr. and Mr s. W . BRUCE 
^DAYTON and that he had a mutual acquaintance, JUDY^BREGKOTJr^hfT resides' in~Caa- 
bfidge, Massachusetts. GRUBER 6tated that when he heard that CAROTS^AYTON was 
going to Boston in an effort to locate an apartment, he had so advised JUDY,. 
BREGMAN of this fact, and it was his understanding that CAROL was going to stay 
with JUDY while she was looking for an apartment. 


GRUhLR" , S?t a te d that he came to Ithaca, New York in October 1 9h$ r and that htTHaS 
beep doing graduate work in Psychology at Cornell since that time. He adrised 
he does not recall the circumstances of his meeting the SARANTS or tfie 
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DAYTONS, but that he knows he never knew or met then prior to coning to Ithaca* 
f He stated that he has lived the year around at Ithaca since entering Cornell 
except for visits made to New York City* He stated that ahout November or 
December 19l*2 until January 191*3# he lived at some place on Colunbia Heights, 
Brooklyn, but that he could not recall the address* It rill be noted that in 
the Bates List Finder located in the search of the subject's residence, -the 
following entry anpearod, "H OWARD, 170 Colunbia Heights, Brooklyn"* The sub- 
ject upon interview advised that this individual could be HOWARD GRUBER, whom 
he met in Ithaca, and that probably this is GRUBER'S home address % . 


GRUBER stated that he is absolutely positive that the SARANTS did not know 
him in New York City, and that he could not be the individual referred to In 
SARANT'S address book.

She advised that her daughter, now 
Mrs. MARGARET WRIGHT, 21111* Fenkell Street, Detroit, Michigan, did live in an 
apartment in Greenwich Village with LOUISE SARANT for a short time sometime in 
191*2 or 191*3. 

Mrs. EDWARD NEULANDER, 22k South Albany Street, advised that she visited LOUISE 
SARANT in an apartment in Greenwich Village one time while she, Mrs. NEUIANDER, 
was working in New York City. She stated that she never knew LOUISE intimately 
and that she has never met the subject. 

Kiss DESSIE MOREY, 508 East Buffalo Street; Kiss ELIZABETH S. INGERSOLL* 20JU 
Eddy Street; and Miss HELEN THOMAS , 708 East Buffalo Street, all former occupant 
of the apartment building at 1*22 Eddy Street, advised that they knew the subject 
only by sight and that they knew nothing of his activities.

Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
was one of the persons who attempted to organize the American Peace Mobilization 
on the campus of Cornell University in 191*1. It is noted that this organization 
is one of those coming within the perview of Executive Order 9835 as listed by 
the Attorney General. 


Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
of Ithaca, New York attended a Communist Party Convention held July 26 and 27, 
191*8 at Buffalo, New York, and that FINESTONE gave a report on the progress of 
the Communist Party in Ithaca. 


Confidential Informant T-3>'of known reliability, advised on March 5, 19 1*8 that 
MAXVFXNESTONE held 191*7 Communist Party membership card #1*3551*. 


Confidential Informant T-l*, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
was employed by the subject in 191*9 or 1950 as a painter and that his address 
was given as 1*18 East 9th Street, New York City. 


The fcl!6wing~ information was ascertained from records of Cornell University, 
Ithaca, Afew York* i 
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Re* lOUBIEUJglMESTONE, Allas, MA X FE INSTONE . 

FINES TONE was bom July 28, 1922 at Boston, Massachusetts. In his application 
for admission to Cornell University he listed as his parent or guardian, ANNA 
CHAFFINVINESTONE, R. D. 1*, Ithaca, New York (Danby Road). He advised thiCKis 
mother's maiden name was ANNAS^AUNDERS . He stated that his father, SAMUEL FINE- 
STONE, was born in Russia, that he became a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, and that he had been an Upholsterer until the time of his death in 1937* 

It should be noted that Confidential Informants T-2 and T -5, of known reliability, 
have reported ANNA*fcHAFFIN and her present husband, HUGHpSpAFFIN, as ge gbers of -

EFFORTS TO LOCATE SUBJECT

' It will be noted that after the subject left Ithaca on July 26, 1950 he was met 
in New York City and Baldwin, Long Island by CAROL DAYTON (Mrs. W. BRUCE DAYTON), 
his next-door neighbor in Ithaca. CAROL DAYTON and the subject traveled from’ 

New York City to Tucson, Arizona, where the subject sold his automobile and pro- 
ceeded into Mexico at Hermosillo on August 9, 1950. DAYTONS and SARANT5 present 
whereabouts are unknown. 
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Interviews with W» BRUCE DAYTON : - 

Periodic interviews were had with BRUC^DAYTON from the time of his wife's entry 
into Mexico until the time he moved from Ithaca to Cambridge, Massachusetts on 
September 30, 1950. It is noted that DAYTON, a physicist, presently resides at 
US Orchard Street, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts, and is employed in the Laboratory 
for Nuclear Science and Engineering, Massachusetts institute of Technology, Build- . 
jng 20, Cambridge. 

DAYTON in these interviews consistently denied knowing of the whereabouts of his 
* wife. He stated that he had suspected her of having an affair with the subject, 
but that he did not believe she would go as far as leaving him and their two 
children. According to DAYTON when CAROL left Ithaca, she journeyed to Rochester, 

. New York by bus to spend a few days visiting with Dr. BERNARD^ETERS and his wife. 
Dr* HANNAIfG'ZTERS . She then was to proceed to Boston and Cambridge, Massachusetts 
for the purpose of locating an apartment, since he had agreed to accept employment 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Miss JUDIT&^REGHAN has admitted to Agents of the Boston office that she received 
a letter from CAROL DAYTON, postmarked at Tucson, Arizona August 12, 1950, which 
letter had enclosed a “second letter addressed to BRUCE DAYTON from his wife, 

CAROL. In this letter to BREGHAN, CAROL DAYTON stated "You probably know by* 
now that I'm supposed to be in Boston looking for a house for us. That I am not 
is the result of many strange circumstances. In any case it will look better 
to certain people in Ithaca if this letter to BRUCE (enclosed) comes with a Bos- 
ton postmark. So will you send it there for me, please". The letter goes on to 
ask Miss BREGMAN to see if she can assist them in finding an apartment. 


Miss BREGMAN advised that she opened the letter which CAROL DAYTON had enclosed 
to be forwarded to her husband, and that to the best of her recollection, CAROL 
told her husband that she was astcing JULIAfEREGLAN to mail the letter to him and 
that she could not communicate directly with him. She indicated that she hoped to 
be back home by the time they were ready to move, and that she was being held by 
circumstances beyond her control. She indicated that BRUCE should destroy this 
letter.

BRUCE DATTON, though he had expressed his desire to cooperate in locating his j 
wife and^ ALFRED SARANT, did not disclose the receipt of this letter until spe^fic- 
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ally questioned concerning it. He then admitted receiving one letter from CAROL, 
postmarked Boston, that in this letter his wife did not state where she was, and 
that’ he presumed she was in Boston at the time the letter was written. DAYTON 
would not furnish this letter for examination, stating that it was personal. He 
advised, however, that CAROL stated she expected to be back with him when it was . . 
time for them to move to Boston in September. She also stated she hoped to get 
some money soon," but did not mention how. DAYTON refused to discuss any further . 
details of this letter, repeating that it was of a personal nature, and that he 
did not see how it could assist theBureau in its investigation in any way. He 
did promise, however, to advise immediately If he should be again contacted by 
his wife. 

During the course of these interviews with. DAYTON he maintained that his wife would 
return to him. However, in an interview had with him Just prior to his departure*, 
from Ithaca, he expressed the opinion that he was beginning to doubt whether he 
would ever see her again. He stated that he could not understand since she had 
been regarded as a model mother, how she could leave her children for 6uch an ex- . 
tended period. 


Interviews with LOUISE SARANT 

Periodic interviews have been had with the subject's wife since the time of. his 
departure from Ithaca* She has consistently maintained that she has no idea of 
his present whereabouts, adding that he knows of no one to her knowledge in Mexico, 

Mrs. SARANT stated that she knew that her husband was having an affair with _CABOL 
DAYTON, but that she did not think it serious, and that she certainly did not' be- 
lieve that he would leave her and the children. She stated that she does mot 
believe that she will ever- see him again. Immediately subsequent to the subject's 
disappearance, Mrs. SARANT advised that she firmly believed that he was being 
held incommunicado by the FBI. She later changed in this belief and as Just 
stated, she does not believe that he will ever return to Ithaca. 

Mrs. SARANT time and time again has expressed her desire to furnish complete 
cooperation to the Bureau in this investigation. She has 6tated that she will 
immediatelymadvise if she hears from the subject in any manner. . — - r

Interview ^ith Dr. HANNAH H. PETERS 
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The foil owing investigation was conducted by Special Agent JOHN D. JtAHONEY: 

On August 17 , 1?50 Dr* HANNAH H^PETERS was interviewed at Sunset Point, Hancock’s 
Camps, Seventh lake at Inlet, Hew York* At that time, Dr* PETERS stated that she 
had seen CAROL. DAYTON at Rochester, New York for one day during the week of July 
23, 1950. At that time Dr* PETERS stated she received a telephone call from CAROL 
DAYTON, and asked her if she might come down and stay with her for one day to 
?ect up* Subsequently CAROL DAYTON did arrive there and stayed one day. She sub- 
sequently, took a bus for either Boston or New York and Dr* PETERS was unable to 
fidvise as to which one it was. According to Dr* PETERS, CAROL DAYTON did not ad- 
vise her of any infatuation or indicate any interest in the subject* As she recalled, 
she did not tell CAROL DAYTON that she was going for a vacation to Seventh Lake 1 • 
and as far as she knows, CAROL DAYTON did not Know that she would be there and 
therefore, CAROL DAYTON would be unable to contact her there* She denied having 
received any Information as to the present whereabouts of the subject or of CAROL 
DAYTON. 
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The writer saw the two DAYTON children at the Camp and in this connection she 
Stated that her husband. Dr. BERNARD PETERS, had visited BRUCE DAYTON at Ithaca, 

New York, and inasmuch as BRUCE DAYTON was extremely busy attempting" to finish Ms 
jhesis and doing the concluding work on the cycltron. Dr* PETERS offered to take * 
the DAYTON children off of BRUCE DAYTON’S hands so that he could concentrate on 
finishing his work there* 

Dr* HANNAH PETERS indicated that she was amazed at the conduct of CAROL DAYTON# and 
could not explain it. She stated that they intended to remain there until Saturday, 
July 29, 1?50, and then she Would be returning to Rochester.

Mrs* HINA B.^OSS, VICTOR ROSS'S wife and mother of LCJUISE SARANT, took a pleasure 
trip to Mexico, accompanied by a friend named FRBi&jfnUMES in August 1950* She 
stayed at the Hotel Meurice in Mexico City* The subject had advised prior to his 
departure from Ithaca that his mother-in-law, Mrs. ROSS, was on a vacation in 
Mexico City. Mrs. ROSS and her husband, VICTOR, have positively denied that 
she was in any way contacted by the subject while she was in Mexico. Mrs. ROSS 
has also stated that the subject did not know where she intended to stay, and 
farther that she did not believe that he would have the "nerve" to contact her 
in the company cf CAROL BATTOK. 

Int erviews with 

It will be noted that the subject advised that he had entered into a partnership 
with FRANK LaRXK in the operation of a paint store at 537 West State Street in 
Ithaca. LaRQCK has been contacted periodically since the subject's disappearance* 
According to LaRXK he and the subject jointly purchased the building located at 
537 West State Street* Articles of partnership were drawn up for the operation 
of their business to be conducted at this address, but such articles were never 
signed.: When the subject, failed to return to Ithaca, LaROCK obtained an Attor- 
ney for the purpose of either buying out the subject's interest in this store, 
or selling his own interest to VICTOI^iOSS, who has been acting as the subject's 
Attorney* 

To date this transaction has not been closed* LaRXK at the present has refused 
to sell Ms interest in the building to ROSS, has closed the paint store, and is 
presently doing painting under contract in Ithaca and vicinity. LaRXK advised . 
that VlCIvfi. BOSS told him that he had a Power of Attorney executed by the sub- 
ject* In this regard a review of the records of the Tompkins County Clerk's 
office has failed to indicate that such Power of Attorney has even been recorded* 


LaRXK has expressed his desire to cooperate with the Bureau in any way, and has 
promised j^Jf^ediately advise if he should come into any possession of informa- 
tion concerning the subject*

Confidential Informant T-6, of known reliability, a former close associate of 
the subject and a close associate of VICTOR X. D. ROSS, has furnished informa- 
tion in instant matter. He has advised that he is quite positive that the sub- 
ject' a present whereabouts are unkno7/n by the ROSSES, by Mrs, SARANT, or by 
BRUCE . DAYTON, VICTOR ROSS has told him that he has counselled his daughter to

an organization called "Trees, Incorporated", which by concession with the city

receives all th»; c-vcon*., ia from ib;oe trees, ROSS has indicated that he intends 
to substantially pr;*** *n this buriness, that he would like to go to Florida 
to actively manage the >.isinv.<> and practice law on the side. For approximately 
the >*u*t year he has had in hie employ ir his Ithaca law office, a Cornell 
University law student named »7u.L^7ilC*GINT. He hrs promised to turn his law 
practice over to WIGGINS upon completion of WIGGINS' law studies at Cornell 
University, this coming spring.

According to the informant, the tuhjcni intends to sell his residence on the 
Wes'; although he has not fo.'-mvly e'Citr^d this for sale, ROSS wcv.ts Mrs, . 

SARAH? and the SARANT children to aoocnprvy him to Florida, However, she has 
indicated no desire to leave Ithaca at this time. However, the informant has 
advised ROSS contemplates also selling the SARANT house and this information 
has also been intimated by Mrs. SARANT to the writer, ' Work is being 

done on the house in order .to increase its sale value. 


It is noted the title to the SARANT residence and Deed to the SARANT property 
is notin the name of Mrs, SARANT, necessitating the use of a Power of Attorney 
in the event a sale for this property is consummated.

RESULT OF LABORATORY EXAMINATIONS 

Specimens obtained from ALFRED SARANT 'S typewriter. Royal Standard, Serial No* 
171676-5, have been furnished the FBI Laboratory on two occasions* The Labora- 
tory was requested to compare these specimens with the typing appearing in 
letters addressed by subject^ the 65 Morton Street Realty Corporation* The New 
York office also submitted to the Laboratory a letter dated January 23# 1950 
addressed to the above corporation, signed by the subject and terminating his 
occupancy of Apartment 6l at 65 Morton Street* 

The FBI Laboratory have been unable to reach a conclusion as to whether the typ- 
ing appearing on these questioned specimens is identical to the tyoing appear- 
ing on known specimens from the typewriter* The Laboratory advised that definite 
comparison cannot be made because of variations which could not be accounted for 
on the basis of the available known typwriting samples* The Laboratory advised 
that it is possible that these variations could be due to the condition of the 
ribbon at the time specimens were prepared, and also to the fact that some of 
the letters on the typewriter are dirty and therefore, clear impressions are *not 
made of these particular letters* It was suggested that in order to make a more 
adequate examination, that additional specimens from the Royal Standard be ob- 
tained. The Laboratory suggested that if further specimens are taken that the 
type letters "0", "E" and "A" be carefully brushed clean with a typewriter brush 
and samples should be taken with a new ribbon* 

Mail covers on mail addressed to the subject's residence and the Ross residence - 
and office indicated a few possible questionable communications* Tracings of 
such letters were forwarded to the Laboratory by letter dated September 5# 1950. 
By report dated September 12, 1950 the Laboratory advised that no conclusion 
could be reached as to whether any of the handwriting on these envelopes was 
prepared by the subject* 

During the search of the subject's residence five letters were located written r** 
by WILLlAtf’PERL. Photographic copies of these letters were furnished the Labour 
atory fo£ a cryptanalysis and handwriting examination* The Laboratory conclud® 
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that JULIUS ROSENBERG did not prepare the letters written, and that handwriting 
specimens of MORTO^SOBELL were not sufficiently comparable to warrant a definite 
conclusion. The Laboratory added that known handwriting specimens were not 
available for MCHAEIw SIDOROVICH, JOEL BARR, VIVIAN GLASSMAN or ' UAX&LXTCHSU

The Laboratory furnished the following as a result of the cryptanalysis examin- 
ation of these letters. "In examination of this material it was noted that one 
letter dated September 21, 191*6 to ‘Dear Puss and Al' beginning ’hope you’re 
settled « • • • contains references to a ’landlord*, also to a ’sketch book'. 

It has previously come to the attention of the Laboratory in other circumstances 
that the word ’landlord* might have been used to designate the ’U.S.S.R.*. 

Similarly the word ’book’ might have denoted a passport, and thus in this in- 
stance the word ’sketch book* might mean a forged passport. However, these two 
terms appear to be quite normal in their context and we can offer no evidence 
frem an analytical standpoint that double meaning was intended. 

The letter addressed to ’Dear Al’ and beginning ’Thanks for the check' contains 
postscripts referring to a ’magnifier to read microfilm’, also ’some circulars 
(from Cue), also Bread 'and Butter’. These references may be legitimate, on the 
other hand the reference to a ’magnifier and microfilm » could be used to signal - . 
the presence of a concealment artifice necessitating the use of a microscope. 

Since the Laboratory did not have the original specimens available, this pdssi- 
bility could not be explored analytically. The intended significance of the 
’Cue’ and ’Bread and Butter’ references cannot be determined with information - 
now available, but they may refer to school, social or trade publications". 


During a search of the subject’s residence, twelve letters were located from 
BETTI SANDERS to Mr. and Tirs. ALFRED SARANT, 65 Morton Street, New York City. 

The Laboratory was requested to conduct a cryptanalysis examination of these 
letters and also to compare the handwriting of the phrase appearing on the last 
page of the letter dated May 9 with the known handwriting of all subject’s in 
the JULIUS ROSENBERG network where specimens were available. The phrase in 
question is as follows* "Agent named Port"

By reporta dated August 7 , 1950 and September 19# 1950 the Laboratory advised that* 
a cryptanalist examination reflected no concealed messages of a code or cip 
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nature. The questioned notation appearing on the reversed side of the letter 
mentioned above was compared with the known handwriting specimens of JULIUS and 
ETHEt^OSENEERG , but a definite conclusion could not be reached due to the 
limiteoSaature of the questioned notation. However, nothing of a particular 
interest or significance was noted. 


On July 25, 1950 'the subject furnished three sheets of paper on the letterhead 
of the SARANT Laboratories, 227 West 11th Street, New York Hi, Mew York. One 
of these sheets was submitted to the Laboratory for examination. Ry report dated 
August 7, 1950 the Laboratory advised that an examination of this paper indicated 
that it contains the watermark "Jerome Linen Bond", and that the watermark is 
registered to the Baldwin Paper Comapny, Incorporated, 233-U5 Spring, New York 13. 


In the search of the subject's residence there was found in the Bates List Finder 
the following entry* "ROSENBERG, JULIUS and ETHEL, 10 Monroe St. N Y. 2." The 
page containing this entry was furnished the Laboratory with the request that the 
Laboratory attempt to determine the age of this entry if such examination could 
be conducted without damaging the specimen. On the page designated for the "H" _ 
listings in the List Finder, it was noted that erasures appeared at the top of 
this page. The Laboratory was requested to determine what names and addresses, 
if any, have been erased. By report dated August 7, 1950 the Laboratory advised 
that it would be impossible to determine without mutilitating the specimen, .the 
age of the ROSENBERG entry. With regard to the request to determine the nature 
of the erasures on the "H" page, the Laboratory advised that as far as could be 
determined, the following entries originally appeared therein*

handwriting^of ALFRED SARANT, were obtained. It was noted that portions of the « 
material are written in Spanish and German, and the back of one of the sheetsjcon- 
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talked a diagram of what appeared to be some type of equation# The Laboratory • 
WAS requested to translate this material and to determine the significance of 
the diagram and equation# By report dated August 21, 1950 the Laboratory ad- 
vised that no concealed messages of a code or cipher nature were determined 
through a review of this material. Translations of the German and Spanish texts 
were also made# This particular foreign language text was identified in the 
Laboratory as material copied from a publication in German, "Handbucb Der Laute 
Und Gittarre" try JOSEPH ZUTHj also a publication in Spanish, "Diccionario De 
Guitarristas", by DOMINGO PRAT. 


The Laboratory further advised that the diagram and equations appeared to be 
legitimate work notes on a simple problem in Physics# 

During the course of this Investigation a check was made of the records of the 
Ithaca Hotel for registrations in the names of any individuals connected with 
the JULIUS ROSENBERG network. The following registration cards were noted:

The Laboratory was requested to compare the writing on these cards with the 
known handwriting of JULIUS ROSENBERG.

The FBI Laboratory has advised from a review of copies of the original money 
order applications for the above, that WILLIAM PERL prepared all applications 
for money orders remitted by him. No identification has been made as to the 
handwriting of VIVIAN GLASSMAN and HENRIETTA SAVIDGE. 

It will be noted that an examination of the 65 Morton Street apartment in New 
York City has reflected that there were ten small holes bored through the door 
leading into the bedroom, and that the current tenant in this apartment has ad- 
vised that upon moving into this apartment on February 1, 1950 he filled these 
holes with some type of a wood filler, and has subsequently painted the’ door. 
Photographs of this door were made available by the New York office. 

LOUISE SARANT, the subject’s wife, was questioned further concerning the possi- 
ble use of the Morton Street apartment by the subject. She again denied that 
she ever knew of this apartment being used for espionage work or for any docu- 
ment photography. Photographs of the bedroom door were displayed to Mrs. 

SARANT. She stated that she had no idea what could have caused these holes, 
and that to the best of her knowledge no such holes were in this door during 
he r residence in the apartment. 

MISCELLANEOUS INTERVIEWS AND INVESTIGATION 

Investigation Concerning HOWARD GRUBER A 

Itswill be noted that in the search of the subject's residence, there was located 
a post card postmarked 8*00 PM, September 16, 191*6 at Ithaca, New York, ^idressed 
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to P. SARANT, R# D. 1, Ithaca, New York, and signed by the initial "H rt . Mrs# 
.SARANT advised that the "H" stood for one HOWARD GRUBER, a student at Cornell 
’University. This post card was forwarded to the FBI Laboratory for handwriting 
examination, since its message was cryptic in nature. By report dated August 
8, 1950 the Laboratory advised that the handwriting appearing on this card was 
not written by JULIUS ROSENBERG. The New York office obtained specimens of 
GRUBER'S handwriting, and furnished such specimens to the FBI Laboratory. By 
letter dated September 5, 1950 the Laboratory advised that no conclusion could 
be reached as to whether the writing appearing on instant post card had been 
written by GRUBER, but that a number of common characteristics between the hand- 
writing appearing on the card and GRUBER'S known handwriting were noted. 

On August 15, 1950 HOWARD ERNEST GRUBER, Room Ul6, Morrill Hall, Cornell Univer- 
sity, was interviewed by Special Agent JOHN D. MAHONEY and the writer, at which 
time he readily admitted writing the above mentioned post card. A copy of this 
card was displayed to him and he gave the following explanation for the message 
contained therein: He stated that he was an amateur Puppeteer and had played 
with puppets for a long time. He could not recall what meeting he was referring 
to on this post card, but stated that he gave shows for the American Labor 
Party and at Wallace-for-President Committee meetings, and probably that the 
meeting referred to was one of these such meetings. In connection with the 
name BOUDINS, he stated that LOUISE SARANT had a friend by this name and that 
she wanted him to meet them, but that he had not been able to. GRUBER was shown 
the photographs of individuals implicated or possibly implicated in the JULIUS 
ROSENBERG espionage network, and he denied knowing any of these persons. GRUBER 
also stated that he is not and has never been a Communist, and added that he 
does not know Mr. and Mrs. SARANT as Communist Party members. 


HOWARD- GRUBER stated that he was well acquainted with Mr. and Mrs. W. BRUCE 
DAYTON and that he had a mutual acquaintance, JUDY BREGMAN, who resides in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. GRUBER stated that when he heard that CAROL DAYTON was 
going to Boston in an effort to locate an apartment, he had so advised JUDY 
BREGMAN of this fact, and it was his understanding that CAROL was going to stay 
wit h JUD ^. while she was looking for an apartment. , || . 

GRUfcER stated that he came to Ithaca, New York in October 19li6, and that j&e has 
be eh doing graduate work in Psychology at Cornell since that time. He accused 
thajb he does not recall the circumstances of his meeting the SARANTS or l^e 
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DAYTONS, but that he knows he never knew or met them prior to coming to Ithaca. 
,He stated that he has lived the year around at Ithaca since entering Cornell 
except for visits made to New York City# He stated that about November or 
December 19l*2 until January 19l*3> he lived at some place on Columbia Heights, 
Brooklyn, but that he could not recall the address. It will be noted that in 
the Bates List Finder located in the search of the subject's residence, the 
following entry appeared, "H OWARD, 170 Columbia Heights, Brooklyn". The sub- 
ject upon interview advised that this individual could be HOWARD GRUBER, whom 
he met in Ithaca, and that probably this is GRUBER'S home address. 

GRUBER stated that he is absolutely positive that the SARANTS did not know 
him in New York City, and that he could not be the individual referred to in 
SARANT'S address book. 

Neighborhood Investigation, 1*22 Eddy Street, Ithaca, New York 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent BLAKE I. MOHNEY: 

PAUL and WILLIAM PETRILLOSE, 333 East State Street, advised that VICTOR K. D. 
ROSS and family, and ALFRED SARANT and family, formerly lived at their apartment 
house at 1*22 Eddy Street. They stated that the ROSSES moved out sometime in 
February 191*6, and that the SARANTS moved in shortly thereafter. They advised 
they thought that SARANT was doing graduate work at Cornell. They stated that 
SARANT had a number of parties in his apartment, but that they did not know 
the nature of these gatherings. 


Photographs of individuals implicated, or possibly implicated in the JULIUS ROSEN- 
BERG expionage network were shown to the PETRILLOSE brothers. The only photo- 
graph shown them that they could identify was one of BETTY SANDERS, who they ad- 
vised came from New York City and was a guitar player. With reference to a 
photograph of JOEL BARR, PAUL PETRILLOSE stated that it was his belief that he 
had seen this individual in the SARANT apartment, but was not positive of this. 
They advised that ETHEL N. BUSH formerly resided at 1*22 Eddy Street directly 
oppos iteu the SARANT apartment. 


It&ras ascertained from Mrs. DORA PRITCHARD, 917 North Cayuga Street, 



H now lives at 7 Park Drive, Bozeman, Montana. 
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Mrs. ROXY HUTCHINSON, 917 North Cayuga Street, advised that she knew the subject 
when he resided at 1*22 Eddy Street, her former residence. She stated that she 
only knew him faintly as an apartment neighbor, that she had never visited with, 
him and that she recalled nothing of his activities. Mrs. HUTCHINSON could not 
identify any of the photographs shown to her. 

Mr. and Mrs. LEO BRANIGAN, 606 North Tioga Street, stated that they never were 
acquainted with the subject. Mrs. BRANIGAN did state, however, that Mrs. CELIA 
POSTER, a friend of hers, has a daughter that at one time lived with LOUISE SARANT 
in Greenwich Village, New York City. 

Mrs. POSTER, 105 Highland Place, stated that she does not know the subject and 
that she knows LOUISE SARANT only slightly* She advised that her daughter, now 
Mrs. MARGARET WRIGHT, 21111* Fenkell Street, Detroit, Michigan, did live in an 
apartment in Greenwich Village with LOUISE SARANT for a short time sometime in 
19U2 or 19h3* 

Mrs. EDWARD NEULANDER, 22l* South Albany Street, advised that she visited LOUISE 
SARANT in an apartment in Greenwich Village one time while she, Mrs. NEULANDER, 
was working in New York City. She stated that she never knew LOUISE intimately 
and that she has never met the subject. 

Miss DESSIE MOREY, 508 East Buffalo Street; Miss ELIZABETH S. INGERSOLL, 1*11* 

Eddy Street; and ??iss HELEN THOMAS, 708 East Buffalo Street, all former occupants 
of the apartment building at 1*22 Eddy Street, advised that they knew the subject 
only by sight and that they knew nothing of his activities. Photographs of per- 
sons imolicated or possibly implicated in the JULIUS ROSENBERG espionage network 
were displayed to these persons, and they could make no identifications. 

Miss VIRGINIA KERLIN, 317§ Dryden Road, was interviewed by Special Agent JOHN D. 
MAHONEY. She advised that she resided at 1*20 Eddy Street, Ithaca, from about 
October 19l*7 until January 191*9. She stated that she had not been acquainted with 
the SARANTS and knew nothing concerning their activities. She was unable to 
recognize any of the photographs of the JULIUS ROSENBERG espionage network as 
individuals that she had ever seen. 
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Information Concerning MAX FINESTONE 

Investigation has reflected that MAX FINESTONE, who presently resides at 1*18 
East 9th Street, New York City, is a close friend of the SARANTS. FINESTONE has 
been contacted by Bureau Agents in New York City. He has admitted knowing the 
subject, but has declined to furnish any additional information. Investigation 
at New York has reflected that FINESTONE shares an apartment with an individual 
named JAMES WEINSTEIN, and that both formerly attended Cornell University. It 
will be further noted that the following listing appeared in the Bates List 
Finder located during the search of the subject's residence* "MAX FINESTONE, 
ALP, 318 8th Avenue, 210 W. 21st St., New York City, Tel. Chelsea 3-296I*. In a 
previous interview Mrs. ALFRED SARA NT stated that FINESTONE was in the Merchant 
Marine in 19UU and 191*5, and had visited the SARANTS frequently at the 65 Morton 
Street apartment. New York City. She said that since his parents reside in 
Ithaca, New York, he has moved frequently between New York and Ithaca, and that 
she has been acquainted with him for many years. 

Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
was one of the persons who attempted to organize the American Peace Mobilization 
on the campus of Cornell University in 19 1*1. It is noted that this organization 
is one of those coming within the perview of Executive Order 9835 as listed by 
the Attorney General. 

Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
of Ithaca, New York attended a Communist Party Convention held July 26 and 27, 
191*8 at Buffalo, New York, and that FINESTONE gave a report on the progress of 
the Communist Party in Ithaca. 

Confidential Informant T-3, 'of known reliability, advised on March 5, 191*8 that 
MAX FINESTONE held 19l*7 Communist Party membership card #1*3551*. 


Confidential Informant T-l*, of known reliability, has advised that MAX FINESTONE 
was employed by the subject in 191*9 or 1950 as a painter and that his address 
was given as 1*18 East 9th Street, New York City. 


The following information was ascertained from records of Cornell University,^ 
Ithaca^New York: j

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Re j MAXWELL FINESTONE, Alias, MAX FEINSTONE. 

FINESTONE was born July 28, 1922 at Boston, Massachusetts. In his application 
for admission to Cornell University he listed as his parent or guardian, ANNA 
CHAFFIN FINESTONE, R. D. 1*, Ithaca, New York (Danby Road). He advised that his 
mother's maiden name was ANNA SAUNDERS. He stated that his father, SAMUEL FINE- 
STONE, was bom in Russia, that he became a naturalized citizen of the United 
StateB, and that he had been an Upholsterer until the time of his death in 1937. 

It should be noted that Confidential Informants T-2 and T-5, of knovm reliability, 
have reported ANNA CHAFFIN and her present husband, HUGH CHAFFIN, as members of 
the Communist Party in Ithaca, New York. 

FINESTONE' S file at Cornell further reflects that he graduated from Ithaca High 
School in 191*0. He attended Northeastern University, Boston, Massachusetts from 
19l*0 to 191*1, and Ithaca College at Ithaca, New York from 191*1 to 191*2. He was 
admitted to the New York State School of Industrial and Labor Relations at 
Cornell in the fall of 191*6, and received a BS Degree on September 20, 19i*9» 

His file in the New York State School of Industrial and Labor Relations reflects 
the following employment record* 

United States Army, Seneca Ordinance Depot, Romulus, New York, May 191*2 to 
September 191*2, as an Ammunition Handler and Checker. 

Merchant Marine as 2nd Cook and Baker from October 191*3 to December 19l*l*. 


American Labor Party, 313 Eighth Avenue, New York City as Executive Secretary 
from January 191*5 to May 191*6. He was also employed at Pollack's Furniture 
Company, East 11th Street, New York City, as a Furniture Polisher from June 191*6 
to October 191*6, and that he was employed by ALFRED SARANT as an Apprentice 
Painter as of July 1, 191*9. 


With reference to his employment by the Merchant Marine, FINEBSTONE advised that 
he attended the United States Maritime Service Center, Sheepshead Bay, New York, 
for eight-**eefcs in October and November 191*3, and that he also attended the United* 
States Maritime Cooks and Bakers School in New York City for four weeks in ^ 
April 19ljl*. He was discharged from the United States Maritime Service in October 

-191*5. | " 
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His file further indicated that he was a member of the following organizations 
while at Cornell: Young Progressives of America, Young Progressive Citizens of 
AmeriQan, Cornell fl Daily Sun", Inter-student Organization, and the American Veter- 
an's Committee. 

The following addresses were listed for FINESTONE: 210 West 21st Street, New 
York Cityj and 228 West l?th Street, New York City, c/o HOLTZMAN. 

Re: JAMES WEINSTEIN 

WEINSTEIN entered Cornell University in the College of Arts and Sciences on 
July U, 19UU, being admitted from Walden School, New York City. He was granted 
a military leave of absence on December 5, 19Uli. He re-entered Cornell in the 
fall term of 191:6, and graduated with an AB Degree on June 13, 19U9. He listed 
as his parent, JOSEPH WEINSTEIN, 211 Central Park West, New York City. 

A review of his record in the College of Arts and Sciences reflects that much of 
his work was concentrated on courses in Russian.- While at Cornell he resided 
at 303 College Avenue and 5l6 Stweart Avenue, both in Ithaca. In his application 
for admission WEINSTEIN advised that his father JOSEPH, was a native born Ameri- 
can, who has been a life-time resident of New York State. He listed as his 
mother's maiden name, BOBIE K. KAUFMAN, indicating that she was a housewife and 
a life-time resident of New York State. He further indicated that he has one’ 
sister younger than himself. WEINSTEIN stated that during the summer of 19h2 
and 191*3 he was employed on a cattle ranch in Pecolotenos, New Mexico. 

EFFORTS TO LOCATE SUBJECT 

It will be noted that after the subject left Ithaca on July 26, 1950 he was met 
in New York City and Baldwin’, Long Island by CAROL DAYTON (firs. W. BRUCE DAYTON), 
his next-door neighbor in Ithaca, CAROL DAYTON and the subject traveled from 
New York City to Tucson, Arizona, where the subject sold his automobile and pro- 
ceeded into Mexico at Hermosillo on August 9, 1950. DAYTONS and SARANIS present 
whereabouts are unknown. 
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Interviews with V7. BRUCE DAYTON

Periodic interviews were had with BRUCE DAYTON from the time of his wife’s entry 
into Mexico until the time he moved from Ithaca to Cambridge, Massachusetts on 
September 30, 1950. It is noted that DAYTON, a physicist, presently resides at 
\6 Orchard Street, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts, and is employed in the Laboratory 
for Nuclear Science and Engineering, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Build- 
ing 20, Cambridge.

DAYTON in these interviews consistently denied knowing of the whereabouts of his 
Tfife. Hfe stated that he had suspected her of having an affair with the subject, 
but that he did not believe she would go as far as leaving him and their two 
children* According to DAYTON when CAROL left Ithaca, she journeyed to Rochester, 
New York by bus to spend a few days visiting with Dr* BERNARD PETERS and his wife, 
Or* HANNAH PETERS. She then was to proceed to Boston and Cambridge, Massachusetts 
for the purpose of locating an apartment, since he had agreed to accept employment 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Miss JUDITH BREGMAN has admitted to Agents of the Boston office that she received 
a letter from CAROL DAYTON, postmarked at Tucson, Arizona August 12, 1950, which 
letter had enclosed a second letter addressed to BRUCE DAYTON from his wife, 

CAROL. In this letter to BREOHANi CAROL DAYTON stated "You, probably know by 
now that I‘m supposed to be in Boston looking for a house for us. That I am not 
is the result of many strange circumstances. In any case it will look better 
to certain people in Ithaca if this letter to BRUCE (enclosed) comes with a Bos- 
ton postmark. So will you send it there for me, please". The letter goes on to 

ask Miss BREGMAN to see if she can assist them in finding an apartment. 

/ 

Miss BREGMAN advised that she opened the letter which CAROL DAYTON had enclosed 
to be forwarded to her husband, and that to the best of her recollection, CAROL 
told her husband that she was asking JULIA BREGMAN to mail the letter to him and 
that she could not communicate directly with him. She indicated that she hoped to 
be back home by the time they were ready to move, and that she was being held by 
circumstances beyond her control. She indicated that BRUCE should destroy this 
letter, * . __

BRUCE DAYTON, though he had expressed his desire to cooperate in locating his « 
wife ana ALFRED SARANT, did not disclose the receipt of this letter until specific 
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ally questioned concerning it. He then admitted receiving one letter from CAROL, 
postmarxed Boston, that in this letter his wife did not state where she was, and 
that' he presumed she was in Boston at the time the letter was written. DAYTON 
would not furnish this letter for examination, stating that it was personal. He 
advised, however, that CAROL stated she expected to be back with him when it was 
time for them to move to Boston in September. She also stated she hoped to get 
some money soon, 'but did not mention how. DAYTON refused to discuss any further 
details of this letter, repeating that it was of a personal nature, and that he 
did not see how it could assist the Bureau in its Investigation in any way. He 
did promise, however, to advise immediately if he should be again contacted by 
his wife. 

During the course of these interviews with DAYTON he maintained that his wife wotuf-d 
return to him. However, in an interview had with him just prior to his departure ! 
from Ithaca, he expressed the opinion that he was beginning to doubt whether he 
would ever see her again. He stated that he could not understand since she had 
been regarded as a model mother, how she could leave her children for such an ex- 
tended period. 

Interviews with LOUISE SARANT 


Periodic interviews have been had with the subject's wife since the time of, his 
departure from Ithaca. She has consistently maintained that she has no idea of 
his present whereabouts, adding that he knows of no one to her knowledge in Mexico* 

Mrs. SARANT stated that she knew that her husband was having an affair with CAROL 
DAYTON, but that she did not think it serious, and that she certainly did not be- \ 
lieve that he would leave her and the children. She stated that she does not 
believe that she will ever -see him again. Immediately subsequent to the subject's, 
disappearance, Mrs. SARANT advised that she firmly believed that he was being 
held incommunicado by the FBI. She later changed in this belief and as just 
stated, she does not believe that he will ever return to Ithaca. 

Mrs. SARANT time and time again has expressed her desire to furnish complete 
cooperation ’to the Bureau in this investigation. She has stated that she will 
immediately advise if she hears from the subject in any manner. £ 
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Interview ~Vith Dr, HANNAH H. PETERS 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent JOHN D. FA HONEY: 

On August 17, 1950 Dr. HANNAH H. PETERS was interviewed at Sunset Point, Hancock's 
Camps, Seventh Lake at Inlet, New York. At that time, Dr. PETERS stated that she 
had seen CAROL DAYTON at Rochester, New York for one day during the week of July 
23, 1900. At that time Dr. PETERS stated she received a telephone call from CAROL 
DAYTON, and asked her if she might come down and stay with her for one day to 
rest up. Subsequently CAROL DAYTON did arrive there and stayed one day. She sub- 
sequently took a bus for either Boston or New York and Dr. PETERS was unable to 
advise as to which one it was. According to Dr. PETERS, CAROL DAYTON did not ad- 
vise her of any infatuation or indicate any interest in the subject. As she recalled, 
she did not tell CAROL DAYTON that she was going for a vacation to Seventh Lake 
and a3 far as she knows, CAROL DAYTON did not know that she would be there and 
therefore, CAROL DAYTON would be unable to contact her there. She denied having 
received any information as to the present whereabouts of the subject or of CAROL 
DAYTON. 

The writer saw the two DAYTON children at the Camp and in this connection she 
Stated that her husband. Dr. BERNARD PETERS, had visited BRUCE DAYTON at Ithaca, 

New York, and inasmuch as BRUCE DAYTON was extremely busy attempting to finish his 
thesis and doing the concluding work on the cycltron, Dr* PETERS offered to take 
the DAYTON children off of BRUCE DAYTON'S hands so that he could concentrate on 
finishing his work there. 

Dr. HANNAH PETERS indicated that she was amazed at the conduct of CAROL DAYTON, and 
could net explain it. She stated that they intended to remain there until Saturday, 
July 29, 1900, and then she would be returning to Rochester. New York. She promised 
that in the event that CtROL or the subject of this case contacted her, that she 
would immediately telephone the Albany office. 

Interviews with VICTOR K. D. ROSS 


ROSS, who is aK Attorney in Ithaca, New York, has been periodically contacted sine#* 11 ' 
the subject's disappearance. ROSS has consistently maintained that he has no idea 
of the subject's present whereabouts. He has advised that since the subject 
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his daughter and grandchildren, he has no use for him personally, and that he 
would,- cooperate with the Bureau in any way possible to assist in his location. 

Mrs. MINA B. ROSS, VICTOR ROSS’S wife and mother of LOUISE SARANT, took a pleasure 
trip to Mexico, accompanied by a friend named FRIIiA FRUMES in August 1950. She 
stayed at the Hotel Meurice in Mexico City. The subject had advised prior to his 
departure from Ithaca that his mother-in-law, Mrs. ROSS, was on a vacation in 
Mexico City. Mrs. ROSS and her husband, VICTOR, have positively denied that 
she was in any way contacted by the subject while she was in Mexico. Mrs. ROSS 
ha3 also stated that the s abject did not know where she intended to stay, and 
farther that she did not believe that he would have the "nerve" to contact her 
in the company cf CAROL CATION. 


Inte rviews with F RaXK laRQCK 

It trill be noted that the subject advised that he had entered into a partnership 
with FRANK LaROCK in the operation of a paint store at 537 West State Street in 
Ithaca. LaROCK has been contacted periodically since the subject’s disappearance. 
According to LaRXK he and the subject jointly purchased the building located at 
537 West State Street. Articles of partnership were drawn up for the operation 
of their business to be conducted at this address, but such articles were never 
signed* When the subject, failed to return to Ithaca, LaROCK obtained an Attor- 
ney for the purpose of either buying out the subject’s interest in this store, 
or s elling his own interest to VICTOR ROSS, who has been acting as the subject’s 
Attorney. 

To date this transaction has not been closed. LaRXK at the present has refused 
to sell his interest in the building to ROSS’, has closed the paint store, and is 
presently doing painting under contract in Ithaca and vicinity. LaRXK advised 
that VICI'wR RXS told him that he had a Power of Attorney executed by the sub- 
ject. In this regard a review of the records of the Tompkins County Clerk’s 
office has failed to indicate that such Power of Attorney has even been recorded. 


LaRXK has e^spressed his desire to cooperate with the Bureau in any way, and has 
promised to immediately advise if he should come into any possession of informa- 
tion concerning the subject. 
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Interviews with Confidential Informant T-6 

Confidential Informant T-6, of known reliability, a former close associate of 
the subject and a close associate of VICTOR K, D. ROSS, has furnished informa- 
tion in instant matter. He has advised that he is quite positive that the sub- 
ject's present whereabouts are unknown by the ROSSES, by Mrs* SARANT, or by 
BRUCE DAYTON, VICTOR ROSS has told him that he has counselled his daughter to 
obtain a divorce - or annulment of her marriage with the subject. 


According to this informant, ROSS contemplates giving up his practice of law- 
in Ithaca rath in the next six months and moving to Florida, ROSS has formed 
an organization called "Trees, Incorporated", which by concession with the city 
authorities of Miami and Miami Beach, Florida, does all of the trimming of 
trees within the city limits* In return for this service, this organization 
receives all the c .con'. fri'm i-bsce trees, ROSS has indicated that he intends 
to substantially :n this bnr-iness, that he would like to go to Florida 

to actively manage the businyjv and practice law on the side. For approximately 
the year he nus had in hi* employ in. his Ithaca law office, a Cornell 

University law student named 'WALLY WIGGINS. He hrs promised to turn his law 
practice over to WIGGINS upon completion of WIGGINS' law studies at Cornell 
University, this coming spring. 


According to the informant, the tuhjc:’ in+onos to sell his residence on the* 
Wen-'; Sac’x, although he has not fortvly c iiYr^d this for sale, ROSS wcv.ts Mrs 
SARAH? and the SARANT children to socompnry him to Florida. However, she has 
indicated no desire to leave Ithaca at this time. However, the informant has 
advised ROSS contemplates also selling the SARANT house and this information 
has also been intimated by firs, SARANT to the writer, * Work is being 

done on the house in order to increase its sale value. 




It is ncted the title to the SARANT residence and Deed to the SARANT property 
is net in the name of Mrs. SARANT, necessitating the use of a Power of Attorney 
in the event a sale for this property is consummated. 

This informant advised on October 25, 1950 that he had observed in the posses- 
sion of VICTOR K. D. ROSS a Poorer of Attorney dated May 7, 1950 and notorized . 
by ROSS* on the same date. This executed Power of Attorney is from ALFRED SAIt^NT 
to his /wife, LOUISE SARANT. The informant stated that he has seen several j| 
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specimens of the subjects handwriting, and that he is of the belief that the 
subject’s signature on this document is a forgery. 

» 

This informant has had several conversations with VICTOR ROSS concerning the 
subject. This informant also has had the occasion to observe closely the con- 
tents and business papers in ROSS' law office. The informant has advised that 
there has been absolutely no indication of any possible contacts with the sub- 
ject. 


Information Received From Confidential Informant T-7 



STOP NOTICES PLACED 

By letter dated December 12, 1950 the Washington Field office requested the 
Collector of Customs to notify this Bureau if the subject attempts to enter, 
any port covered by a Customs office. 

By letter dated September 1, 1950 the Bureau requested all field offices cover- 
ing border offices and offices covering ports of entry from Mexico of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service and the Bureau of Customs, to place 
appropriate stops with such offices. In addition, the Immigration and Natural 
ization Service in Washington has been requested to place a lookout notice con- 
cerning the subject and CAROL DAYTON. 

PROSECUTIVE ACTION 

On September 6, 1950 Chief Assistant United States Attorney MYLES J. LANE, 
Southern District of New York, advised that he has informed the Department 
that the' case against the subject was weak at this time, and that he did not 
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intend to authorize filing a complaint unless the Department so directed. Mr. 
L/NE also stated that he did not intend to serve SAR/I'JT with a Grand Jury 
Subpoena since it would serve no purpose because SARA NT probably would not talk 
against himself.

RESULT OF LABORATORY EXAMINATIONS 

Specimens obtained from ALFRED SARANT'S typewriter, Royal Standard, Serial No. 
171676-5, have been furnished the FBI Laboratory on two occasions* The Labora- 
tory was requested to compare these specimens with the typing appearing in 
letters addressed by sohjectyto the 65 Morton Street Realty Corporation. The New 
York office also submitted to the Laboratory a letter dated January 23* 1950 
addressed to the above corporation, signed by the subject and terminating his 
occupancy of Apartment 6l at 65 Morton Street. 

The FBI Laboratory have been unable to reach a conclusion as to whether the typ- 
ing appearing on these questioned specimens is identical to the tyoing appear- 
ing on known specimens from the typewriter. The Laboratory advised that definite 
comparison cannot be made because of variations which could not be accounted for 
on the basis of the available known typwriting samples. The Laboratory advised 
that it is possible that these variations could be due to the condition of the 
ribbon at the time specimens were prepared, and also to the fact that some of 
the letters on the typewriter are dirty and therefore, clear impressions are not 
made of these particular letters. It was suggested that in order to make a* more 
adequate examination, that additional specimens from the Royal Standard be ob- 
tained. The Laboratory suggested that if further specimens are taken that the 
type letters "0”, M E" and "A" be carefully brushed clean with a typewriter brush 
and samples should be taken with a new ribbon. 

Mail covers on mail addressed to the subjects residence and the Ross residence 
and office indicated a few' possible questionable communications. Tracings of 
such letters were forwarded to the Laboratory by letter dated September 5* 1950. 
By report dated September 12, 1950 the Laboratory advised that no conclusion 
could be reached as to whether any of the handwriting on these envelopes was 
prepared by the subject. 


During t’He'Tearch of the subjects residence five letters were located written •** 
by WILLIAM PERL. Photographic copies of these letters were furnished the Labor- 
atory ior a cryptanalysis and handwriting examination. The Laboratory concluded 
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that JULIUS ROSENBERG did not prepare the letters written, and that handwriting 
specimens of MORTON SOBELL were not sufficiently comparable to warrant a definite 
conclusion. The Laboratory added that known handwriting specimens were not 
available for MICHAEL SIDOROVICH, JOEL BARR, VIVIAN GLASSMAN or MAX ELITCHER. 

The Laboratory furnished the following as a result of the cryptanalysis examin- 
ation of these letters. ”In examination of this material it was noted that one 
letter dated September 21, 191 j 6 to ‘Dear Puss and Al’ beginning ’hope you’re 
settled . . • ’ contains references to a ’landlord’, also to a ’sketch book’. 

It has previously come to the attention of the Laboratory in other circumstances 
that the word ’landlord’ might have been used to designate the ’U.S.S.R.’. 
Similarly the word ’book’ might have denoted a passport, and thus in this in- 
stance the word ’sketch book’ might mean a forged passport. However, these two 
terms appear to be quite normal in their context and we can offer no evidence 
fr#m an analytical standpoint that double meaning was intended. 

The letter addressed to ’Dear Al* and beginning ’Thanks for the check' contains 
postscripts referring to a ’magnifier to read microfilm', also ’some circulars 
(from Cue), also Bread and Butter'. These references may be legitimate, on the 
other hand the reference to a ’magnifier and microfilm' could be used to signal 
the presence of a concealment artifice necessitating the use of a microscope. 
Since the Laboratory did not have the original specimens available, this possi- 
bility could not be explored analytically. The intended significance of the 
•Cue' and 'Bread and Butter* references cannot be determined with information 
now available, but they may refer to school, social or trade publications’’. 


During a search of the subject’s residence, twelve letters were located from 
BETTI SANDERS to Mr. and Mrs. ALFRED SARANT, 65 Morton Street, New York City. 
The Laboratory was requested to conduct a cryptanalysis examination of these 
letters and also to compare the handwriting of the phrase appearing on the last 
page of the letter dated May 9 with the known handwriting of all subject's in 
the JULIUS ROSENBERG network where specimens were available. The phrase in 
question is as follows: "Agent named Port" 

CS , or a similar phrase. 


By reports dated August 7, 1950 and September 19, 1950 the Laboratory advised :that 
a cryptanalist examination reflected no concealed messages of a code or cip 
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nature* The questioned notation appearing on the reversed side of the letter 
mentioned above was compared with the known handwriting specimens of JULIUS and 
ETHEL ROSENBERG, but a definite conclusion could not be reached due to the 
limited nature of the questioned notation. However, nothing of a particular 
interest or significance was noted. 

On July 25, 1950 the subject furnished three sheets of paper on the letterhead 
of the SARANT Laboratories, 227 West 11th Street, New York 1U, New York, toe 
of these sheets was submitted to the Laboratory for examination. By report dated 
August 7, 1950 the Laboratory advised that an examination of this paper indicated 
that it contains the watermark ’’Jerome Linen Bond”, and that the watermark is 
registered to the Baldwin Paper Comapny, Incorporated, 233-1*5 Spring, New York 13. 

In the search of the subject’s residence there was found in the Bates List Finder 
the following entry* ’’ROSENBERG, JULIUS and ETHEL, 10 Monroe St- tf T. 2." The 
page containing this entry was furnished the Laboratory with the request that the 
Laboratory attempt to determine the age of this entry if such examination could 
be conducted without damaging the specimen. On the page designated for the ”H” 
listings in the List Finder, it was noted that erasures appeared at the top of 
this page. The Laboratory was requested to determine what names and addresses, 
if any, have been erased. By report dated August 7, 1950 the Laboratory advised 
that it would be impossible to determine without mutilitating the specimen, .the 
age of the ROSENBERG entry. With regard to the request to determine the nature 
of the erasures on the ”H” page, the Laboratory advised that as far as could be 
determined, the following entries originally appeared therein*

HOWARD J. B. 

(This line of writing could not be determined.) 

GR Y (The remaining writing on this line could not be determined.) 

In the search of the subject's residence, four handwritten pages, believed in the"***" 
handwriting of ALFRED SARANT, were obtained. It was noted that portions of the 
materia^ are written in Spanish and German, and the back of one of the sheets|con- 



tained a diagram of what appeared to be some type of equation. The laboratory 
was requested to -translate this material and to determine the significance of 
the diagram and equation. By report dated August 21, 19E>0 the Laboratory ad- 
vised that no concealed messages of a code or cipher nature were determined 
through a review of this material. Translations of the German and Spanish texts 
were also made. This particular foreign language text was identified in the 
Laboratory as material copied from a publication in German, "Handbuch Der Laute 
Und Gittarre n by JOSEPH ZUTHj also a publication in Spanish, "Diccionario De 
Guitarristas", by DOMINGO PRAT. 

The Laboratory further advised that the diagram and equations appeared to be 
legitimate work notes on a simple problem in Physics. 


During the course of this investigation a check was made of the records of the 
Ithaca Hotel for registrations in the names of any individuals connected with 
the JULIUS ROSENBERG network. The following registration cards were noted: 

Card #6252 bearing the name of P. ROSENBERG. 

Card #L878 bearing the name BENJ. H. WOLFE, lL Monroe St, N.Y.C. 

The Laboratory was requested to compare the writing on these cards with the* 
known handwriting of JULIUS ROSENBERG. By report dated August 3, 19$0 the Labor- 
atory advised that it was concluded that the handwriting on Card #L878 was not 
written by ROSENBERG. No conclusion could be reached whether ROSENBERG pre- 
pared the handwriting on Registration Card //625>2. However, nothing of particular 
interest or significance was noted as a result of this comparison.

These calls' were reviewed for the puipose of ascertaining if any contacts were 1 
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made with the subject or CAROL DAYTON. It was noted that on August 12, 1950 
VICTOR ROSS sent a telegram to Mexico City. Confidential Informant T-10, of 
known reliability, advised the content of this message was as follows: "Mrs* 
MINA B. ROSS, Hotel lileruice, Mexico City, Mexico. Many happy returns. AL 
still vacationing. PUSS and kids well. Close Florida deal. VIC". It should 
be noted that information obtained from the above informants can only be 
produced in court upon issuance and execution of a proper subpoena. 


Confidential Informant T-ll, of known reliability, has assisted in the monitor- 
ing of the subject's checking account, and also of DAYTON'S checking account 
at the First National Bank. A review of these accounts has failed to reflect any 
checks drawn on such accounts by the subject or CAROL DAYTON since their dis- 
appearance. 

MISCELLANEOUS INFORMATION 

With reference to the information set forth in the details of this report re- 
garding JAMES WEINSTEIN and MAX FINES TONE, the following information is being 
included: 

In his application at Cornell University, WEINSTEIN listed the following two 
individuals as high school references, ROSE RIEGGER and BERTA RANTE. Other 
references listed by him were Dr. SAMUEL IEVINE, 211 Central Park West, New 
York City, Miss HELEN R. BRYAN, 58 Bank Street, N e w Yorx City, and D r . EDWARD K. 
BARSKY, 5U East 6lst Street, New YorK City. WEINSTEIN was recommended by all 
references contacted. It is interesting to note that HELEN R. BRYAN, referred 
to above, in her letter of reference, indicated that she was Executive Secretary 
•f the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. She stated in this letter that 
she had known WEINSTEIN for almost four years as a friend and through his parents 
and that she highly recommended him. 

There is a letter in WEINSTEIN'S file in the College of Arts and Sciences from 
his mother advising that. JAMES WEINSTEIN and EDWARD JAMES 'WEINSTEIN are one and 
the same person. 

FINESTONE listed the following references on his application for admission to 
Cornell: Professor F. S. FREEMAN, Cornell University, Ithaca, New Yorkj Mrs. 

RUTH ROEMER, United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers of America - CIO, 

1029 Vermont Avenue, Northwest, Washington, D. C.j JOSEPH SWEAT, Secretary, 

New Council of American Pusiness, Inc., 2h0 Madison Avenue, New York City. 

The above all gave FINESTONE favorable recommendations. It is noted that Pro- 
fessor F. S. FREEMAN of the Cornell University Law School, has a reputation as 
a liberal and has been connected with certain front activity in Ithaca, New 
York. -• -> 
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A letter was also noted in FINESTONE’S file by a Mr. MANDEL, 13 A s tor Place, 

Kew York City. MANDEL, a real estate operator, advised that he had known FINE- 
STONE for approximately five years as a neighbor. 

The following miscellaneous information appearing in FINESTONE • S file is being 
set forth. He advised in his application that he expected to enter the field 
of trade union organization, and that he had discussed this intention with 
ARTHUR SCHUTZER, 570 Seventh Avenue, New York City. 

As regards his service in the Merchant Marine, FINESTONE stated he entered this 
service after being turned down by selective service twice for health reasons. 
When in the Merchant Marine, he stated that he was a member of the National 
Maritime Union, CIO, and that in 19hU he was appointed to the Union’s Political 
Action Committee by JOSEPH SWEAT, National Political Action Director. 

He stated that HARRY BROWN, 23 West 26th Street, N e w York City, was his 
immediate supervisor when he was employed as Executive Secretary of the American 
Labor Party in New York City. 

One letter of reference in FINESTONE' S file was from EUGENE P. CONNELLY, Council- 
man, Borough of Manhattan, New York City.

A review of the files of the Albany office reflect the following additional in- 
formation concerning MAX FINESTONE and his family. He apparently has a sister 
named BESSIE F. MINTZ, who at one time resided at 17 Kingston Street, Ashville, 
North Carolina.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 


Miss BENTLEY interviewed for further information 
regarding subject. Further investigation concerning 
Dr. ISAAC STAMLER fails t^o reflect any operations . 
or bad health during pertinent period. Photo of 
Dr. ELIAS SHAPIRO shown to ELIZABETH BENTLEY with 
negative results. Dr. J.M. ROWE, former medical 
consultant and representative of SGPC, interviewed 
and stated Dr. SOBELMAN, who has previously been 
considered in this case, did most of the dental 
work for Amtorg and Consulate employees. On basis . 
of description, ROWE suggested name of Dr. ALFRED 
ASGIS as possible suspect for subject.

DETAILS: On June 4, 1951, ELIZABETH TERRILL'"BENTLEY was 

interviewed in an effort to clarify various points 
of information which she previously furnished re- 
garding the unknown subject "Charlie". 

I Inasmuch as she had stated that she had had a con- 

versation with her principal "JACK", who has been identified as 
JOSEPH^KATZ, concerning the subject in 1944 or early 1945* Miss 
BENTLEY was questioned concerning the circumstances surrounding 
this conversation. She stated that she could not remember pre- 
cisely the circumstances which led to the discussion between 
herself and "JACK". However, she bexieves that she may have been 
discussing the background of JACOB and various individuals whom 
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GOLOS knew with "JACK. 11 During the course of this conversation, 
she believed subject may have been mentioned inasmuch as he was 
GOLOS* principal. 

It should be emphasized that Miss BENTLEY is uncertain '* . 

in her recollection of the circums tances and merely advances 
this as a possibility as to the circumstances surrounding the 
conversation. She was also asked whether or not she knew whether ~ , 

"CHARLIE" again became active after the termination of his associa- 
tion with GOLOS in approximately April 1943. 

Miss BENTLEY replied that she did not know of any further 
activities of "CHARLIE" beyond that date. In discussing this 
matter she said that she and GOLOS both believed that the Russians 
were trying to ease older members of the espionage apparatus out 
of the picture. In explaining this, she stated that individuals - i 
like GOLOS and "CHARLIE" had been active revolutionaries in Russia . ( 
in the early 1900’s and had come to this country following the 
abortive revolution in 1905 and were more idealistic in their 
viewpoint than individuals who had grown to adulthood in Soviet 
Russia. It was her belief that the Soviet espionage apparatus 
was trying to substitute younger Individuals for these old time 
revolutionaries. Iiiss BENTLEY said the reasonsfor the termina- 
tion of' the subject’s contact with JACOB GOLOS have been because 
of his ill health. ,

! Miss BENTLEY was questioned regarding the identity of * 

GOLOS' superior subsequent to "CHARLIE". She stated that she had . ‘ 
no knowledge of the actual Identity of this individual nor did 
she recall any code name used for this individual. However, she 
believed him to have been a young man in his 30’ s. She stated 
that on various occasions when this individual called GOLOS, she 
had listened in on a telephone extension and had determined that 
1 this individual had a high squeaky voice and a strong Russian 
\ accent. GOLOS had indicated that he strongly disapproved of this 
individual. 

An effort to determine whether or not "CHARLIE" was the 
principal of Miss BENTLEY’S unknown principal -"BILL" or JOSEPH 
KATZ was made. She was questioned as to whether or not she had 
any knowledge of the identity of either of these individuals as 
superiors. She stated that she had no such knowledge as far as 
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"BILL" was concerned and the only individual who may have been' . 
a superior of KATZ, of which she bad Knowledge, was the indivi- / 
dual whom she knew as~"AL" and who has been determined to be 
ANATOLE^GROMOV. 

Miss BENTLLY stated that she had only turned over material 
to her unknown principal •ilCATHERIKE" on one occasion prior to - 
meeting "BILL" and that she believed that this material was 
turned over to "BILL" by "CATHERIiE". She stated that she has ’ 
no knowledge of any contact "BILL" may have had with Soviet 
officials. 

Dr. ISAAC STAKLEE 


The records of Confidential Informant T-l, of known reli- 
ability, reflect that in April 1942, Dr. ISAAC STAMLER resided 
at 651 East lblst Street, New York City. is described by 
T-l as follows: Born, October 15, 1684, in Russia; race, white; ** 
height, • 5* 6"; weight, 145 lbs.; eyes, brown, hair, grey. * 

Naturalization records at the New York County Clerk's 
Office reflect that Declaration of Intention filed by Dr. ISAAC 
STAMLER on February 24* 1906 at that time described him as fellows: 
age, 24; born, September 25, 1883, at Grogen, Russia; occupation, 
dentist; complexion, dark; height, 5‘ 4 n J weight, 134 lbs. STAMLER 
entered the United States on the SS Bremen, June 27, 1905, and 
was naturalized on August 3* 1911. -- * 

Bronx telephone directories reflect that as of June 1943# 

I, STAMLER, dentist, resided at 85i East 181st Street, Bronx, 
and maintained offices at 2754 Bronx park East. In 1944# his 
residence was shown as 391 East Mosholu Farkway, Bronx. In the 
directory of winter-spring of 1944 an * 1945, his business address, 
was shown as 2808 Bronx park East. 

Mr. DAVID LEVIN, Landlord at 3136 Crotona Parkway, Bronx, 

New York, was interviewed on May 15, 1951* This address is the 
same building as 85l East l8lst Street wherein STAMLER formerly 
resided. LEVIN said Dr. ISAAC STAMLER resided at this address 
for approximately 14 or 15 years, moving away from there about 
1943. It was his belief that STAMLER was a Communist or was 
sympathetic to Communism. STAMLER maintained a dentist office 
at his residence as well as at a cooperative apartment project 
at Bronx park East, which was characterized by LEVIN as a Communist 
housing project. 
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Mr. LEV II. stated that insofar as he could recall' • " 
STAKLER had sufferes. no serious illnesses v;hile he resided at 
this address althoup he did recall that STAKLER* S first wife 
was ill for a considerable period of time and finally died 
about 1941 or 1942. Following her death, STAKLER remarried. 

LEVIN recalled that 32AI1LER had employed an assistant in his 
office who -did denial work during the time that STAKLER uas " 
occupied in his otixr office at Bronx Park East. LEVIN re-' • / 

called also that SaHER only had one child, a daughter, NINA. ' -■ , 

Mrs. HELH13ERK0WITZ, 850 East 181st Street, Bronx, 

New York, advised sie recalled Dr. STAKLER by whom her son. Dr. 
MARTIN BENSON, had formerly been employed. She was questioned as 
to whether or not r® had any knowledge of any illness of STAKLER 
and stated she did act recall any periods of bad health suffered 
by him. ' , . . . . .. - .. : 

Dr. MRTIf-BENSON, 1^25 Townsend Avenue, Bronx, New'- 
York, advised he us employed in STAKLER *S office from approxi- ^ r 
mately 1940 to June 1942. During this period, STAKLER suffered 
no serious illnesses and he does not recall having heard of any 
ill health suf ferec fey STALKER subsequent to that time. To the 
best of his knowlecae, STAKLER and his wife had only one child. 

LEO M.rRSELL, M.D., 300 West 49th Street; New York • ' 
\ City, advised that ae has known ISAAC STAKLER for almost the . _ .„ 

|j entire period of tie latter’s residence in the United States,- 
j| having been in contact with him from time to time both socially 
;j and professionally. He stated that STAKLER, to the best of his, 

, knowledge, had not isad any serious illnesses or operations. ' . 

| In view sf the fact that STAKLER does not appear to 

have had an operatissa during the latter part of 1942 or early 
1 1943, further consideration of him as a possible suspect for the 
unknown subject in dais case is not believed warranted.

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On April 26, 19i?l» Dr. J.K.^ROWE, former medical consul- 
tant and representative, Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, 
who had his offices at Amtorg, 210 Madison Avenue, New York City, 
during the pertinent period of this investigation, was inter- 
viewed by SAS LESTER 0. GALLAEER and RAYMOND P. WIRTH. Descriptive 
data concerning the unlonown subject "CHARLIE" was discussed with 
ROWE. He advised that Dr. KATHANvSOBELMAK, who has been previously 
considered in this case, did most of the dental work for Amtorg 
and the Soviet Consulate employees. 

On the basis of the physical description, ROWE suggested 
the name of Dr. ALFRED -ASGIS, a prominent dental surgeon as a 
possible suspect in this case. He stated that ASGIS is a rather 
prominent dental surgeon who has been active in the "Labor Move- 
ment".

Dr. A . J.'pASGIS as a member of the American Association of Scien- 
tific Workers. 

The California Committee of Un-American Activities in its 
report of 1948 stated that the American Association of Scientific 
.Workers was included among the Communist fronts represented at the 
Win the peace Conference in Washington, D.C., on April St and 7* 
1946. 
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Confidential Informant T-4, of known reliability, on 
February 3, 1947 furnished information regarding a General Assem- 
bly held February 2, 1947 under the auspices of the Third, Fifth 
and Seventh AD Clubs of the American Labor Party held at the 
Kaster Building, 103rd Street and Riverside Drive, Hew York City. 
The Chairman of the panel on Health and Security was Dr. ALFRED 
ASGIS.
